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Gains made in 
affordable housing

WILMINGTON - At its meet- 
ing on Tuesday, November 13, 
Director of Planning and 
Conservation Lynn Duncan told 
the Board of Selectmen that the 
town of Wilmington has made 
significant gains in the number 
of affordable housing units that 
are available in the community. 

According to state guidelines, 
10 percent of all housing stock 
in a town in the Commonwealth 
must be affordable. The per- 
centage includes housing for 
seniors.  Wilmington’s 506 
affordable units represent a lit- 
tle more than 7 percent of the 
community's total housing 
stock. That’s quite a jump 
from 1997, when the town’s 159 
units constituted a little less 
than 3 percent of that 10 per- 
cent requirement. 

Those 506 units that count 
under Chapter 40B of the 
stafe's affordable housing law 
are: not all affordable rentals.

Duncan was questioned by the 
Board of Selectmen on what 
criteria is used to 

property as “affordable” for 
Chapter 40B and whether or 
not they are truly affordable or 
low-income housing. In fact, to 
be counted as an affordable 
unit under Chapter 40B, the 
construction and/or financing 
for a unit must be subsidized by 
the state. Guidelines do not fol- 
low assessment or rental fig- 
ures in its definition of afford- 
able housing. 

When projects are subsidized 
by the state and regulated to 
include a certain percentage of 
the units to be low income or 
affordable, all units within the 
project can be included within 
40B statistics. Therefore, such 
projects as the Avalon Oaks 
West apartment complex, 
which was subsidized by a state 
program and mandated to pro- 
vide 20 percent of its units to

On that fateful day of May 23, 
1946, Steve was at the Naval Air 
Base with a friend he had grown up 
with, Navy Airman Tommy 
Holmes, also stationed at 
Squantum. Tommy called Steve at 
home in Wilmington earlier that 
morning from base, since it was 
Steve's day off. Tom had told Steve 
that he was going to miss his sched- 
uledair drills that morningbecause 
the pilot who was supposed to fly 
the other plane was unable to go. 
Steve wasn't scheduled to pilot any 
Naval aircraft that day. But he 
didn’t hesitate in offering to assist 
his friend so that Tommy wouldn’t 
misshis flight training. Once Steve 
arrived at Squantum, he and 
‘Tommy got authorization fromthe 
US Navy to pilot two “Hell Diver” 
fighter jets and went airborne. 

Exactly what time the two com- 
rades actually started their flight 
patterns is unclear, but residents 
and newspaper reports noted that 
they were spotted “stunting” over 
Wilmington shortly after 11 a.m. 
that Thursday morning in May. 
But this wasn’t an “air show,” as 
the media called it back then. For 
over 55 years, that seems to be the 
accepted explanation around town, 
that those already seasoned war- 
time veterans were putting onsome 
kind of a “show.” While it is not 
hard to imagine that these two 
young friends wanted to exemplify 
just what they could do with mili- 
tary machinery for the hometown 
folks, both expert airmen were com- 
missioned and had been instructed 
by the US Navy to practice flight 
tactical maneuvers for combat situ- 
ationsinthoseplanes that morning. 

Hundreds of residents watched 
the Navy aircraft flying high above. 
But shortly after noon, it became 
obvious to many of these witnesses 
that something was terribly wrong. 
People would later say that they 
saw smoke and fire coming from 
one of the planes while it was still 
in flight, and then it began to de- 
scend quickly to earth. Stephen’s 
mother, Jennie remembered that 
he “waved” to her as he passed 
over the family home on Brand 
Avenue. 

For an airship to “wave” at 
someone on the ground is when the 
pilot dips the wings side to side 
from its horizontal axis. Seconds 
later, Stephen John Pilcher, just 22 
years old, would lose his life in an 
instant, the victim ofa violent plane 
accident. It was reported that there 
had been an explosion when the 
aircraft hit the ground at a very 
high rate of speed, as it was heard 
and felt throughout Wilmington. 

Pilcher worked hard to 
keep control of his Hellcat jet right 
to'the end, and still managed to 
courageously wave good-bye to his 
ily, as he must have known 
that he would certainly perish mo- 
ments later. During his years of 
flying for the Navy during World 
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An American Patriot and ... 


War II, Steve had made anentry in 
his flight journal on January 7, 
1944 that reads prophetically: “On 
forced landings, I watch the altim- 
eter more closely...I take the first 
open field I see that I can reach 
instead of looking all around be- 
fore deciding...” His focused 
military training was paramount 
in these circumstances, and this 
demonstrated Steve's strength and 
unconditional faith, even in the 
face of the ultimate personal sacri- 
fice. Despite the mechanical 
failures of this aircraft that caused 
Steve’s demise, no one on the 
ground was injured. Only one house 
on Cedar Street hadits roof clipped 
just before the planehit inadensely 
wooded, uninhabited area. It im- 
pacted in the Nee Park section of 
Wilmington, on a hill, near 
Burlington Avenue, between Ce- 
dar and Harris Street. And in 
another cruel twist of fate to my 
family, as this scene of horror un- 
folded before them and the rest of 
the townspeople, the crash site’s 
final resting place was located di- 
rectly behind the home of his 
maternal aunt, Eva (Day) Gor- 
don, who lived on Harris Street. 

Between the force of the impact 
and all the jet fuel, a wild brush fire 
was spread over a wide area. Ev- 
ery member of both the Wilmington 
Police and Fire Departments re- 
sponded and were on scene within 
minutes. But the inferno was so 
intense that not even these skilled 
professionals could get near the 
site during those first immediate 
hours after the plane crashed. It 
would take days of working around 
the clock for public safety officials 
to bring the situation under con- 
trol. 

The United States Navy was 
also on site within those first few

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
can lay claim to many brave sons. 
Our boys have fought in every war, 
fromthe French and Indian War to 
the War in Iraq. Many of them 
have been brave on the field of 
battle. One of those boys was Tho- 
mas O'Toole Jr., United States 
Marine Corps. 

“Tommy” joined the Corps in 
the late 50’s and worked his way to 
acommissionas a Marine Infantry 
Officer. He was sent to Vietnam 
with the Third Marine Division, 
where he led young Marines in 
combat near the DMZ. Lt. O’Toole 
Jr. was decorated with a bronze 
star medal for combat actions. The 
Marine Corps would soon discover 
this officer was not about to rest on 
past performance of duty. 

In 1967, O'Toole Jr. became an 
aerial observer for the division. 
While flying on a routine support 
mission for the Second Battalion, 
Fourth Marines, on October 26, 
O'Toole became involved with an 
enemy force attacking the Second 
Battalion’s position near Con Thien. 

The North Vietnamese Army 
fired mortars, rockets, and artil- 
lery, and then launched a major 
ground assault on the Marine out- 
post, trying to overrun the Second 
Battalion. 

A few hundred feet above them 
flew Lt. O’Toole. He observed the 
action and reported his findings to 
hisheadquarters. Allavailable U.S. 
fighter/bomber aircraft were dis- 
patched to his position. O’Toole 
directed the airpower to enemy 
targets, helping them to destroy 
and damage the attack force. De- 
spite the fact his airplane waslow 
on fuel, O’Toole remained on sta- 
tion in support of operations, and 
left the field of battle only after the 
brunt of the attack was broken. He 
ran out of gas as his plane landed 
at the Dong Ha Air Base. He was 
one lucky Jarhead. 

For this action, Lt. O’Toole was 
decorated with the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. A to the 
Marines, O’Tooleistheonly known 
Infantry Ground officer to have 
received the D.F.C. This is a claim 
that Wilmington canbe justly proud 
of. Tommy O’Toole Jr. lived on 
Charlotte Road and served three 
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hours after the accident and, along 
with local Wilmington officials, took 
charge of the scene and secured 
thearea. When itbecame safetodo 
so, the Navy first recovered the 
body of Steve Pilcher, and then 
eventually removed .the aircraft 
wreckage from Nee Park, The 
Lowell chapter of the Red Cross, 
along with the US Navy and Wilm- 
ington community, were 
instrumental in providing services 
and support to the Pilcher family 
during this most tragic time. The 
Red Cross made a gallant attempt 
in trying to reach Steve's brother, 
Bobby, to let him know what had 
happened and to try and get him 
home in time for the funeral. Just 
21 years old, Charles Robert “Bob” 
Pilcher was Si Ist Class 
aboard the USS George stationed 
in the South Pacific on active duty 
when this accident occurred. 

When the communication came 
to the Naval vessel, it was Bobby 
whosignaleditinasreceived. Ever 
the dutiful and dignified US armed 
forces serviceman, hebravely held 
hisemotions in check and reported 
the message to his commanding 
officer, who in turn, relieved him 
of duty. But in spite of all the effort 
put forth trying to get word to Bob 
in time, it was not possible for him 
to come home and be with his 
family for his older brother’s fu- 
neral: 

Bobby Pilcher would go on to 
dedicate over 30 years of his life to 
serve as a career Naval officer, 
retiring as Lt. Commander, his 
last assignment aboard the USS 
Grapple. But because Bob wasn’t 
able to be with his loved ones dur- 
ing those dark days in 1946, it 
became a deeply upsetting and 
haunting memory for himthrough- 
out the rest of his life. According to 


oak leaf clusters, and the Vietnam- 
ese Cross of Gallantry. 

He was a member of the VFW 
Post 2458, Wilmington. He came 
from a family of U.S. Marines. 

‘The United States Army had no 
shortage of brave men. Some of 
them came from Wilmington. One 
was PFC Roy Robinson of Webber 
Street. Roy was serving as an In- 
fantryman with Company D, Third 
Battalion, Seventh Infantry of the 
199th Light Infantry Brigade in 
October of 1967. 

His unit ran into a North Viet- 
namese machine gun fortification, 
and the G.1.’s quickly hit the dirt, 
pouring small arms fire and gre- 
nades at the enemy. During the 
knock down, drag out firefight, 
PFC Robinson was wounded by 
enemy fire. Somehow, the medics 
managed to get him aboard an 
evacuation helicopter. The Army 
awarded Roy a Purple Heart Medal 
for his wounds. Roy was just happy 
to be alive. To the town’s 
citizens, he was a hero! 

Other town boys, like 
Mike Shelley of the Marines, 
found out what it was like to 
earn a Purple Heart for 
wounds. Tom POTE, an In- 
fantry Sergeant, was 
decorated with a BronzeStar 
for gallantry in action 
against the Communist 
forces. They were once kids 
who hung out at the Plaza 
and swam in Silver Lake on 
warm summer nights. 

Afewof our boys paid the 
ultimate price for duty, 
honor and country. They 
were killed in action. John 
Rich was from Main Street. 

He was with the Marines fa 
along the DMZ in 1966 when ff 
his patrol came under fire. 
John died from his battle 
wounds. John Fullerton Jr. 
saw more than his share of

decorations were: The Purple Heart 
for wounds, the Air Medal with 10 


my family andsomeoftheir friends, 
Tommy Holmes also went on to 
become very successful in life, 
heading a large chemical corpora- 
tion as its CEO, which made him a 
very wealthy businessman. But it 
is rumored that Tom never flew 
another plane after May 23 1946, as 
he couldn’t recover from the dra- 
matic and devastating events that 
took the life of a close friend. 
Steve Pilcher was waked in tra- 
ditional Catholic observances the 
weekend following May 23 1946. An 
armed military Naval guard of 
honor, as well as members of the 
American Legion and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, remained stationed 
at the entrance of the Joseph B.

WILMINGTON - Due to the 
many concerns of health insur- 
ance, it may be time to share some 
good news. About 1.4 million Medi- 
careeligible military retirees, their 
spouses and other beneficiaries can 
remain in Tricare, the military 
health care system effective Octo- 
ber 1, 2001. Tricare for Life (TFL) 
provides expanded medical cover- 
age for military retirees, including 
retired National Guard members 
and reservists, Medicare eligible 
family members and widow/wid- 
owers and certain former spouses 
if they were eligible for Tricare 
before age 65. 

“Before the change in the law, 
military retirees could not remain 
enrolled in the military system 
once they reached Medicare age,” 
said Thomas M. Abbott, Social 
Security manager in Lowell, MA.

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NORTH ANDOVER— Two 
years after a foot injury cut short 
her high school soccer career, Lind- 
say Bruno has re-emerged as a 
scoring threat for nationally ranked 
Merrimack College. 

Bruno notched 14 goals for Mer- 
rimack College, which finished the 
season as the 13th ranked team in 
collegiate Division II. The War- 
riors wonaschoolrecord 14straight 
games in route to finishing the 
year with a 194 record. 

It was her first full season as a 
year at Wilmington High in 1998. 
Her senior year was cut short when 
she suffered a strained tendon in 
her right, shooting foot. 

“I couldn’t walk for two weeks,” 
said Bruno. “The injury lingered 
for months. I didn’t have the 
strength to cut back and forth.” 

Although she returned for the 
Wildcats final game of that season, 
the injury limited her mobility, 
and she was forced to wear a pro- 
tective pad over her foot, which 
impaired her shot accuracy. 

A year later, her foot was not 
fully healed. During pre-season of 
her freshman year at Merrimack, 
when the team engaged in inten- 
sive twice a day practice sessions, 
the soreness returned. But she 
pressed-on. 

“As a freshman, I had a lot to 
prove,” she said. “I was worried, 
but I didnt want to take a break.” 

As areserve, she scored 3 goals 
and added 2 assists, and the team 

finished third in the Northeast 10 
Conference tournament, qualify- 
ing for the Bastern College Athletic 
Conference tournament. 

This season her performance, 
and that ‘of her team, improved. 
She was named a starting forward, 
and responded with two goals in 
the first game of the season, a 9-0 
win against the University of Min- 
nesota at Morris. Those two goals 
silenced her self-doubts 

“My biggest problem was confi- 
dence,” said Bruno. “But after 
(scoring two goals in the first 


game), I wasn't afraid to take a 
shot, I had more confidence.” 

The team subsequently won a 
school record 14 straight games, 
setting up a mid-October match 
against Franklin Pierce College, 
who were also undefeated and the 
top ranked Division II soccer team 
in the nation. 

Merrimack lost the game 20, 
and would eventually lose twice 
more to Franklin Pierce: in the 
conference tournament finals, 2-0; 
and in the NCAA Division II 
Women's New England Regional 
Championship, 2-1 in overtime. 

“There was such pressure on 
that (first) game, we were both 
undefeated,” said Bruno. “Frank- 
lin Pierce is our biggest rival, and 
I think we are as good as them, but 
we can never beat them.” 

Against Franklin Pierce, 
Bruno's speed was more valuable 
than her goal scoring ability. She 
was moved to the midfielder posi- 
tion, where she could use her 
quickness to out-hustle opponents, 
and control the flow of the game 
Although she prefers playing for- 
ward, she always keeps an eye on 
defense. 

“I’m a forward that usually 
doesn’t advance the whole length 
of the field,” said Bruno. “I'm usu- 
ally defensive minded. I’m a weird 
forward.” 

Ifher style of play is unusual, so 
are her superstitious habits. These 
include drinking water at particu- 
lar moments during pre-game 
drills, tying her cleats a particular 
way, and wearing an old, lucky 
cleat on her right foot. 

The cleat (which was her lucky 
brand, Lotto) had been held to- 
gether by tape, and it finally fell 
apart while she was on the-field in 
a conference tournament game 
against Southern Connecticut State 
University. 

“I thought I felt uneven, the 
friction of the artificial turf (at 
Southern Connecticut) tore (the 
shoe sole) off, “she said. “I’m sur- 
prised it lasted as long as it did.”

Founded by Mrs. Sophia FH. 
Bond in October of 1901, the 
Wilmington Women’s Club 
began with a membership of 28, 
consisting mostly of the wives 
of Masons who had recently 
formed a lodge in town.
